The first 
change is that instead of PNG (Professional Numismatist Guild) day there will be an 
ANA Dealer Day. I’ve received both negative and positive commentary from folks on the 
decision of the board to do this. I will first say that you can not please everyone. What I 
will say is this. The ANA is a 501(c)(3). What does that mean? We are nonprofit and our 
mission is education. The ANA does not exist for third parties, which the PNG is. The 
WFOM is a way for the ANA to support the dealer community so why for so many years 
have we had a completely separate entity dominating the first day and cannibalizing the 
sales for our bourse dealers?

Upcoming Auctions 


In the summer months there is typically less going on with the auctions. There are 
always countless electronic sales but the larger floor auctions are reserved for the fall 
and spring. With the pandemic we experienced some major sales at the beginning of the 
summer. For ancients there really is nothing major now but there are a few electronic 
sales coming up that might interest you. 


Naville Numismatics Auction 67 (1 August) 


Naville will have their 67th auction on August 1 with 616 coins. They continue to sella 
strong number of Dattari collection coins. This auction has 68 lots that were previously 
owned by the Alexadrian coin master. Lot 180 is a rarely seen type from the “Zodiac” 
series. This series was struck under Antoninus Pius and has a variety of zodiac 
symbolism. Lot 180 shows all the various signs of the zodiac, making it highly 
desirable. 


Another oft-seen pedigree are lots from the Clain Stefanelli Collection. This sale has 26 
lots. Many of the more desirable Clain Stefanelli coins were sold in floor auctions from 
Stacks and NAC but the couple had a vast collection so we continue to see their coins 
come up in Naville electronic sales. 


There is also a nice section of Republican denarii that is offered in this sale. 


CNG E497 (4 August) 


There are 881 lots in this sale of ancient, world and British coins. Two collections are 
being promoted, the Wise Centaur and Bosworth. The Wise Centaur collection is 196 lots 
and consists of only Greek coins. The Bosworth collection is all British hammered and 
composed of 50 lots. Aside from these collections there are some less seldom seen areas 
in this sale such as Byzantine crosses, world medals and U.S. coins. For those that like 
Condor Tokens from Britain there are 26 in this sale.

DENMARK, Crown Princess Marie (wife of Frederick VI). 

Marie Sophie Frederikke of Hesse- Kassel. Lived 1767-1852. Medal produced in 1790. AR 
Medal, 39.73g (42mm). Bust of Princess Maria left / MARIA EN HA!DER FOR SIT KJON 
HUSTRUE MODER (Maria wife and mother). 


Pedigree: From the Niels Christian Zinck Collection and purchased prior to World War 
II. Purchased from NF (Numismatisk Forening?), 28 Sept, 1927

Maria Sophie Frederikke of Hesse- Kassel was the first cousin and wife of Frederick VI of 
Denmark. Frederick VI ruled both Denmark and Norway. Although Crown Princess 
Maria was considered a Dane, her mother tongue was German. She was mild mannered 
and considered a good wife to Frederick VI. Her early years were spent in certain conflict 
with her sister in law, Princess Louise Augusta, who had an intense closeness with her 
brother, the King. Frederick and Louise’s mother, the Queen Caroline had an affair with 
her husband’s physician, Johann Friedrich Struensee, which resulted in Louise’s birth. 
Their father, King Christian VII, suffered from mental illness. After her birth, Struensee 
was executed and the Queen was sent away bringing the two siblings very close 
together. Marie eventually came into her own once she became Queen in 1808. She bore 
Frederick VI nine children but only two daughters survived. With the birth of her last 
child she was unable to have sexual relations with her husband and he took a mistress. 
Their marriage lasted until his death and was cordial.
